The accident happened soon after noon 
and brought to an end what had prom- 
ised to be a successful nonstop flight 
from Berlin to Amsterdam, The airship, 
which was occupied by 10 persons, in- 
cluding two military officers of the 
Netherlands, rose at Berlin at ‘4:30 
o’clock this morning and sailed away 
toward Amsterdam at a clip of 34 miles 
an hour. Oebisfelde, Saxony, was passed 
goon after 10 o’clock, and the dirigible, 
going strong despite rather strong wind 
currents. * .

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—Discov- 
erfes in cosmical evolution leading to 
the development of an entirely new sci- 
ence, the science of cosmogony, were 
announced today to the American Philo- 
sophical Society at its annual meeting 
by Prof. T. J. J. See, formerly of Mis- 
souri, Government Astronomer, in 
charge of the naval observatory at Mare 
Island, Cal., who said he had traveled 
3000 miles to give Eastern men of sci- 
ence a first-hand account of his recent 
discoveries, which, he _ stated, have 
aroused interest in learned, circles 
throughout the world. 

Prof. See was formerly in charge of 
the large telescope oi the naval ob- 
Servatory in Washington, and while 
there is said to have made the most 
refined measures of the planets and 
satellites yet accomplished, but for the 
Past seven years he had been in Cali- 

fornia studying the cause of earth- 
quakes and mountain formation, besides 
making discoveries in cosmogony. 

. ‘Eink in Evolution. 

Among the results announced today 
was a link in the chain of reasoning 
establishing the laws of the evolution 
of the solar system, showing that the 
planets originally were small bédies 
forming” at a great distance from the 
sun and that their masses have been in- 
creased by gathering up al! manner of 
lesser bodies from meteorites to satel- 
lites. 

Collisions in this nebular resisting me- 
dium have reduced the size of the orig. 
inal orbits immensely and made them 
such exact circles that the Greek phi- 
lpsophers believed the deity had set the 
planets revolving in round orbits be- 
cause the circle is a perfect figure. 
‘These collisions which have rounded 
up the planetary orbits and brought 
the, satellites near their several planets 
have also indented the face of the moon 
and given rise to larger craters, which 
were formerly believed to be volcanic,

Dark Closet and Inspiring Fear 
of the Unseen Are Crimes 
. Against Young, Says Dr. Bliss. 


THINKS PARENTS UNFAIR 
Unscientific Punishment the Re- 


sult of Laziness on the Part 
of Elder Ones of Family. 





That the “Bogle man,” the policeman, 
the dark closet, and kindred frights, 
when offered as reasons to little Willie 
or Mary why they should be good, are 
relics of savagery, and very likely to 
have ill effect upon the children, was 
the opinion expressed by two speakers 
at the St. Louls Medical Society Hall 
Thursday afternoon. . 

Speaking upon “Fear,” Dr. H. M. 
Bliss said: “‘Perhaps no greater harm is 
done by fear than among children. It 
is not at all rare to find by careful in- 
quiry that the seeds of a lifelong dis- 
comfort have been sown in childhood. 
Some mistaken people seem to recognize 
only one way of promoting obedience in 
a child, and that by scaring it. 

“Not content with frightening chil- 

dren with threats of punishment, with 
forms of suffering the child cam com- 
prehend, these people often engender 
terror of the unseen and unknowable. 
Thig is a much more injurious kind of 
fear, as Its correction comes slowly, if 
it ever comes entirely. 
“Fears, sometimes nameless, harrass- 
ing, intangible, and slowly destructive 
of nervous poise, have their origin fre- 
quently in the stories told or read to 
children at their most impressionable 
age. And there are so many stories for 
children which teach kindness, courage 
and logical thinking, it seems a wonder 
so much scrap-heap stuff should be 
used. All of us have a few morbid 
fears, I believe, which could be traced 
to some impression given us when chil- 
dren.” 


Pet Scares Refuge of Lary. 
Upon the subject “Hygienic Manage- 
ment of the Nervous Child.” Dr. Sidney 
I. Schwab also declared that the ‘pet 
scares’’ some parents keep on hand to 
Giscipline their children are mere lazy 
dodges to quell the children quickly 
and easily, when the parents should 
take time to accomplish the same pur- 
pose by other means. 

“Ervery parent should study his child 
and find what means can best be used 
to regulate the child,” Dr. Schwab 
said. “The modern parent doesn’t take 
enough time to think about the pre- 
cious property in his home, his chfi- 
dren. As the baseball players say, he 
ought, to use his head. But he den’t. 
“He lets the child grow up, and if 
the child happens to be unruly, the par- 
ent tells him a great big bear with eyes 
of fire is coming in the front door. 
Then, if the child is sufficiently un- 
sophisticated, he believes it, shrinks 
into a corner, and is good. The parent 
has accomplished his purpose, but at 
the same time left an impressidn in 
the child’s mind which will always be 
depressing, a factor toward nervousness 
and ill health.” 

The occasion of the speeches was a 
regular number in the series of free 
lectures arranged by the American Med- 
ical Association , the Public Health Edu- 
cation Committee of the American Med- 
ical Association. The program included, 
besides talks by Dr. Schwab and Dr. 
Bliss, one by Dr. Blizabeth Bentele, upon 
the subject, “Psycholegy of Rest and 
Exercise.” , 

: Exercise Like Advertising. 

Dr. Bentele, in speaking of the effect 
of exercise, likened the human body to a 
department store. 

‘“Bixercise in the fresh air will increase 
the appetite, as everyone knows,” she 
said. ‘“‘Now just what does an increase 
of appetite mean? 

“Imagine you come into a department 
store when there are only a few cus- 
tomers, and those are buying only the 
necessary things, without enthusiasm. 
Clerks and customers take their time— 
everything is carried out slowly. There 
seems to be stagnation in all parts. The 
same stagnation and sluggishness will 
be found in our bedies when we take no 
exercise. 

“Now, let me show you another pic- 
ture.

He says the 
suits against the companies as corpora- 
tions have been dismissed, but that they 
are continued against the officers, and 
seek to throw the companies into the 
hands of a receiver on the ground that 
the companies were never organized.

He also says that her story will be sub- 
Sstantiated by the testimony of bartend- 
ers and-of an elevated train guard, who 
will state that they saw him and Mrs. 
Schmidt together on the night in ques- 
tion.

Her story has been filed in the form 
of an affidavit with Judge McSurely. 

State’s Attorney Wayman, when asked 
today what effect the confession of Mrs. 
Schmidt would have, said: ‘‘The crim- 
inal courts lost their jurisdiction in the 
case when it was brought before the 
Supreme Court and when that body#e- 
fused to hear the case the only chance 
ot Dr. Cleminson being saved from a pen- 
itentiary sentence would be brought 
about through the action of the Parole 
Board, 

“The decision of the Supreme Court 
not to rehear the case is final, as far 
as that court is concerned. The Parole 
Board could act on any new evidence 
that might be introduced to it, and 
the case would rest entirely in its 
hands.”’
